Union Officials Issue Statement. 

‘The labor men confined their remarks to the 

citation of a formal statement iesued late in 

the afternoon. This follows: 

« The joint committee met at 1 o'clock 
this afternoon and received reports from 
the subcommittees that met the three 
companies. The joint committee then 
prepared their ultimatum for the gom- 
panies, specifying the modified working 
conditions they would accept if the com- 
panies would agree to a reasonable acale 
of wages. 

This ultimatum was delivered to the 
Chicago City Railway company officials 
at 4 o'clock this afternoon and reject 
by President Busby. | 

Identically the same proposition will 
be presented to President Roach of the 
Chicago Railways comf—ny tomorrow 
(Sunday) morning. We expect !t wil) re- 
ceive the same answer as the one did 
from the Chicago City Ratlway company. 

A committee representing the elevated 
employés waited on the officials of their 
companies this afternoon and received 
no satisfaction. The elevated employés 
will be instructed at their meeting Sun- 
day afternoon to arrange for and take a 
strike vote. 

The joint committee will meet at 1 
o'clock tomorrow (Sunday) afternoon to 
make such other arrangements and to 
carry out the plans agreed to by thethree 
divisions. 


Companies Charge Broken Faith. 

‘It is difficult,” said a representative of 
the employers, “‘to see how the labor men 
can take any such action as this indicates. 
They are pledged to continue the direct ne- 
gotiations. Their constitution and their per- 
sistent statements to the companies force 
them to attempt recourse to arbitration be- 
fore they will consider strike. There has 
been no intimation to either company that a 
strike was being considered at all. Any 
action of the sort will be in direct violation 
of their agreements with the companies, 
with the mayor, and the constitution itself. 

“The action is particularly unexpected in 
view of the friendly nature of the Saturday 
afternoon conference. The delegates from 
the unions made no demand for an answer 
to the wage question and gave no implication 
that any strike was being considered seri- 
ously.”

The late afternoon conference appeared to 
promise well, for it produced for the frst time 
a definite understanding between both sides 
as to the offers of each in the way of changes 
in working conditions.

At the same conference Mr. Busby told the 
men exactly what he was prepared to offer 
them in the way of improvements in condl- 
tions, up to the final point, wages. Thus for 
the first time each side knows what the other 
will approve on every question up to the 
question of wages. On the disposition of 
these questions depends entirely the conces- 
sions that will be made in the way of new 


| wage scales. 


As was expected, the program of the em- 
ployés differs widely from that of the com- 
principally in the matter of hours. 
occupied by the * tripper ” shifts, those com- 
ing only in the rush periods of morning and 
evening. It will take some time to work these 
divergent views into a compromise satisfac- 
tery to both sides. But until that compro- 
mise is gained there will be no talk of wages.

K. M. Wosczynski, mayor of West Ham- 
mond, who was elected on a reform ticket 


supported by Miss Virginia Brooks, the 
“Joan of Arc’’ of that community, was 
arrested on charges of accepting a bribe and 
assault and battery yesterday. 
Immediately afterward Miss Brooks, de- 
Claring that the mayor has been arrested as 
the result of a “ frameup,” donned her ar- 
mor and began to get into action. Invoking 
her pohtical influence she succeeded in hav- 
ing the police issue orders to all of the sa- 
loonkeepers who have been known to be an- 
tagonistic to the mayor to close up their 
places. AJ] of them complied with the order 
except “Con” Moore, and he was arrested. 


Police Imbibe Freely. 

During their tour of the district in which 
the saloons were closed the police who had 
taken part in the expedition drank freely 
at the bars. When they arrived at the sta- 
tion with Moore they were in @ state of ex- 
hilaration. 

The men notified to close their saloons were 
Cc. A. Taity; Henry Foss, Edward Duniey, 
Bee Burke, Mike Jassczak, Con Moore, and 
James Manahan. 

These saloonkeepers declared an injunction 
would be asked on Monday to protect their 
places, and also added that additional war- 
rants would be sworn out against the city 
executive. | 

The warrant for the mayor was issued by. 
Justice of the Peace Frank Green and sworn 
out by George Rosenbaum, proprietor of a 
new hotel which was closed on Friday on 
an order of the mayor. Rosenbaum stated 
that the “reform mayor” agreed to protect 
him for a consideration of $0 amonth. The 
kéeper of the rooming house further stated 
that he paid Mayor Wosczynsk! $40 on July 5 
and a similar amount on July 31. He stated 
that he also’gave @ diamond locket to Mrs. 
Wosctynski and a diamond ring to the 
mayor's son. 


Mayor Closes the Hotel. 

Complaints were made by Miss Brooks and 
other residents that the hotel, which opened 
only a few weeks ago, was being used for 
immoral purposes. The mayor closed it. 
Rosenbaum went to see the mayor Friday 
night and was told to move out. 

Rosenbaum made a bee line for the resi- 


|.dence of the justice of the peace, to whom

Question of 3,000 Words. 

Dr. Kiernan just had taken the stand. 
Attorney Charles E. Erbstein, for the de 
fense, had completed the reading of a 8,000 
word question. Mr. Erbstein detailed in his 
question the long series of cruelties the ace 
cused widow ascribes to the husband who was 
slain. Having Nsted the assumptions he 
wished made, the attorney asked Dr. Kier- 
nan. what gveas his opinion as an expert of 
the mentat-and physical condition of the 
Woman at the time her husband was shot 
and killed. 

Dr. Kiernan was a witness introduced by 
the defense, and the state naturally expected 


him to testify that he thought the women 
insane. 

The arguments on admitting this question 
as evidence were heard after the twelve 
jurors had been taken out of the room. 
State’s Attorney Wayman made known his 
objections to the question and answer, as- 
serting it was time that trial courts stamped 
out “fake medical defense to crime.” After 
hearing Attorneys Erbstein and Patrick 
H.-O’Donnell, for the defense, the court gave 
them until tomorrow morning to pre- 
sent authorities they indicated existed show- 
ing the admittance of the “ ineanity de- 
fense"’ in this case was justified. . 


Wayman’s Plea in Detail. 

“This question, your honor, js just ag im- 
portant as I think Iam making it,”’ the state’s 
attorney sald in his argument. “I think 
the time has arrived when the judges of this 
country should set their feet upon what 
has become a tr sty upon justice, fake 
medical defense /to sone crimes for which 
there is absolutely no other defense to be 
conceived in the mind of anybody, 

“In other words, as the Supreme court 
has frequently held, what the judge knows 
as a man he knows asa judge.

Now it fs a fur- 
ther fact that no witness who testifies to the 
mental condition of this woman on May 4 
can predicate any part of that opinion upon 
any word of testimony introduced or heard 
here in court.

TAKES ONE VICTIM'S LIFE.

Using a double barreled shotgun, an insane 
man yesterday killed one man, severely 
wounded another, and shot off the Night arm 
of a woman who carried a 8 months old baby 
in her left. 

The scene of the tragedy was the White 
Fronft barber shop at 2221 Wentworth avenue. 

The man killed was Luigi La Graseo of 2725 
Union avenue, a carpenter. Michael Gra- 
nato, a barber, was shot in theleftarm. ‘The 
woman wounded is Mrs. Guiseppina Gallina. 
She is not expected to recover. 


Slayer Fights Against Capture. 

Michael LaPorte, the slayer, was captured 
by Detectives James Maloney and Paul 
Wheeler, after he had fired at Mrs, Gallina. 
He fought the policemen and fired one shot 
at Wheeler before he was captured. 

LaPorte entered the barber shop, went to 
his room in the rear, and reappeared a few 
minutes later carrying the shotgun. 

He told Daniel Cyrus, a nc gro porter, that 
he was “going hunting.” He went out of 
the front door and a minute later reétntered 
the barber shop through a rear door. 

Before any of the fifteen Italians who were 
in the shop could interfere, LePorte raised 
the gun and fired one shot at Granato. who 
was standing behind the cigar case. Hisaim 
was poor and the charge struck LaGraseo in 
the chest, just as he walked through the 
front door. ee 

Victim Falls; Slayer Fires Again. 

La Grasso fell backward into the street, 
and La Porte then fired a second shot, strik- 
ing Granato in the left arm. 

The sound of the firing attracted the police 
in the Twenty-second street station, 100 feet 
away, and Detectives Maloney and Wheeler 
rushed into the barbershop in time to ses 
La Porte run into the yard from the rear 
door. 

La Porte turned after getting into the 
yard and fired at Mrs. Gallina, who was 
descending the rear outside stairway car- 
rying her baby.

Man Whose Hurts Hospital Doe- 
tor Calls Not Serious Dead. 


TAKES COMPANY'S CASES. 


J. B. Littlejohn Denies, However, He 
Has Any “Agreement,” 


Daniel Blake, 2544 West Polk etreet, simpli- 

fied the question of how serious were the in- 
juries he received in a street car accident on 
Thursday by dying yesterday at the Little- 
john hospital, 1410 West Monroe street. 
‘Dr. J. B, Littlejohn, who gays he is the 
proprietor and resident surgéon at the hos- 
pital, asesrted the cause of Blake’s death was 
a crushéd chest. He informed the police, 
when he Was stitching up a scalp wound in 
Blake's head shortly after the accident, that 
Blake's Injuries were “ not serious.’’ 

“TI did tell the police the injuries were not 
sérious,”’ he sald yesterday. ‘‘ The injuries 
which were the cause of his death did not de- 
velop until later, but when they did 1 in- 
formed the police they were serious.” 


Car on Wrong Side. 

Blake, who was 55 years olé and a team- 
ster, was struck by an Erie-Sangamon car 
in Sangamon, between ‘Washington and 
Randolph streets. The car was on the wrong 
side of the street because track work at this 
point made it necessary to run both north 
and south bound cars on one track. Build- 
ing materia? lying in the street left Uttle 
space for a pedestrian, except that occupied 
by the track in uge. 

The car crew notified the company and the 
ambulance of Otto H. Bers, an undertaker 
at 1440 West Madison street, responded. The 
police arrived in time to put a man on the 
ambulance to accompany it to the Littlejohn 
hospital and secure the names of witnesses 
and numbers of the car crew. 

The police assert that in the Twenty-eighth 
precinct the Littlejonn hospital takes cadre 
$f nearly all the accidents in which Chicago 
Railways cars figure. Dr. Littlejohn said he 
took care of emergency patients, but had 
no arrangement with the company by which 
he received “ their patients.”’ 

Doctor Talks of Case. 

“The only arrangement is that the Chicago 
Railwaye company has assured me it will be 
responsible for the bills of any patients it 
sends me,” he said. “I have orders to give 
them the same treatment I give my othe 
patients, and I have no complaint to make 
of the way the company docs business.”

Their 
Judgment in the So- 
lution of Politics. 


MASTERS OF FINANCE. 


Says They Come in Contact with 
- Living Cost and Its Difficul- 
ties; Avoids Suffrage. 


Seagirt, N. J., Aug. 17.—Gov. Woodrow Wil- 
son, at the New Jersey day celebration today, 
welcomed the women of the nation into “ the 
field of politics.” 

Not a word did the governor say about 
woman suffrage, but as he stood before hun- 
dreds of women who gathéred to organize the 
woman's Wilson and Marshall League of 
New Jersey, the governor pointed out that 
the entry of woman into politics would make 
the country’s politics ‘‘ the same pattern with 
our life,”’ a thing “‘ devoutly to be wished.”’ 

It was e brief impromptu speech, delivered 
at the close of the celebration, which at- 
tracted thousands of Democrats from ail 
parts of the state and many of the other 
etates who are summering along the seashore. 


Women at Purse Strings. 

In his’ speech the governor recommended 
their participation im politice because, he 
eaid, they were “in. contact with the high 
cost of living and the pocketbook.”’ 

“When the last word is said about poll- 

tics,” said Gov. Wilson, “it is merely the 
life of all of us from the point of view of 
what can be accomplished by legisiation and 
administration of public office. I think it is 
artificial to divide life up into sections; it 
is ali of one piece, though you can’t attend 
to all pieces of it at once. . 
“And so when the women, who are in so 
many respects at the heart of life, begin to 
take an interest in politics then you know 
that aH the lines of sympathy and intelli- 
gence and comprehension are going to be in- 
terlaced in a way in which they have never 
been interlaced before, so that our politics 
will be of the same pattern with our life. 
This, it- seems to me, is devoutly to be 
wished, 


Women Close to Cost of Living. . 

‘‘ Nobody, certainly, is more directiy in 
contact with the cost of living than the 
women are. And when it comes to the im- 
mediate contact of the pocketbook with the 
life, the women know where the sensitive 
nerve is, because they do the purchasing. 
they do the skimping, they do the careful 
planning which is mecessary in these days 
of tremendous cost to adjust our incomes 
to our lives. 

‘ Because, when we come down to the bot- 
tom, the fundamental thing we are inter- 
ested in is the way weare going to live. It 
is not a mere matter. of satisfying our 
stomachs—it is a matter of attaining a cer- 
tain position of respectability among our 
neighbors.” 


Takes Fling at Third Party. 

The governor, in his main speech at noon, 
apropos of the celebration, discussed the re- 
form laws of the state, but digressed once 
into a reference to the third party which 
he elaborated in a statement issued tonight. 
What the governor said in his speech was; 

‘ I suppose you know the force that is be- 
hind the new party that has recently been 
formed, the so-called Progressive party. it 
fs a force of disconterft with the regular par- 
ties in the United States. It, is the feeling 
that men havé gone into blind alleys and come 
out often enough and that they propose to 
find an open road for themselves!”’ 

In his statement explaining that reference 
the» governor said tonight that the inde- 
pendent and progressive forces of the coun- 
try had utterly failed to get control of the 
Republican party, but had absolutély proved 
their ascendency and their entire control 
within the Democratic party; that the people 
had found that they could make use of the 
Democratic party as a proper medium for 
their purposes.

Naturally the counter is lined 
with those who are loyal and can be counted 
upon to remain so. : 


Situation in Illinois. 

Tilinois is third tn postoffice patronage in 
the United States. New York’s salary roll 
yearly is $960,425 for the first three classifi- 
cations, Pennsylvania's is $906,441. That of 
Illinois is $794,000. 

Had there not been a primary Theodore 
Roosevelt may not have got a delegate to 
the Republican national convention from Illi- 
nois—certainly would have got but few, as 
the state’s delegation in congress is largely 
reactionary and the postmasters, if given 
their old time control, would have stood by 
the men who made them postmasters. 

This article is not intended as a reflection 
upon postmasters individually or as a whole, 
It is written merely in an effort to reveal to 
a certain extent the workings of the greatest 
political machine in the world. There are 


thousands of postmsters who have refused 


to allow their jobs to Thfluence their political 
action. Recent political history is abundant 


evidence of this.

Petit Has Lowest Percentage of 
Cook County Jurists, with 
Judge Mack Next. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT, 

Wo judicial candidate in recent years, either 
for renomination or reéiection, has given the 
public eny information regarding the way 
the Appellate court has viewed his decisions, 
We judge has submitted the number of af- 
firmations and reversals of his decisions aa 
an evidence of hie skill in administering 
justice. Nor has such information been pub- 
lished in any available reports. 

Data of this character from the Appellate 
court decisions for 1900, 1910, and 1911 has 
been compiled. This shows the lack of 
foundation in the protest of the Chicago Bar 
association against country judges in Chi- 
cago, if the Appellate court can be taken as 
a reliable measure of the quality of de- 
cisions by judges of the lower-courts, The 
country judges sitting on the Circuit and 
Superior court benches have had a higher 
average percentage of affirmations in the 
Appellate court in the last three years than 
the city judges. 

Sixty-five per cent of the decisions of the 
country judges sitting in the Superior court 
have been affirmed, while only 62 per centof 
the decisions of the judges elected from Cook 
county have been affirmed. In the Circuit 
court the average percentage of affirmed de- 
cisions of country judges has been a trifle 
Righer than those of the city judges. 


Record of City Judges. 

The number of decisions affirmed and re- 
versed, and: the percentage of affirmations 
for each. judge of the Circuit court for the 
three year period is shown in the following 
tabulation:

What Country Judges Did. 

The same data for the country judges while 
sitting in the local Circuit court is found in 
the following summary:

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In the three year period the total number 
of decisions of the Circuit court affirmed 
was 189, the total reversals 154, and twelve 
decisions were either dliemissed or in part 
affirmed and in part reversed.. The percent- 
age of affirmations for ali judges is 53, 
which is lower than the percentage for either 
the Superior or the Municipal court. 

It will be noticed that several of the coun- 
try judges rank ae high in the percentage 
columns as the city judges. In fact, five 
of the first seven places in the percentage 
columns are held by country judges. 


Honor Positions in County. 

Of the Cook county elected judges, F. A. 
Smith and the late Murray Tuley nominally 
hold the honor positions. Of those who have 
hed a considerable number of cages re- 
flewed, Charles M. Walker has the high 
place. Judge Petit ranks lowest, and Judge 
Mack next. Both of Judge Petit’s decisions 
were decided against him. Of Judge Mack's 

ngs, twenty-three out of thirty-eight 
were reversed. Judge Mack wae selected by 
President Taft as a member of the Commerce 
court.

AHEAD IN CIRCUIT, TOO, 


New Slogan: “Bat the Rat.” 


‘The health department bulletin for the 
week, igsued yesterday, calis attention to an 


alarming imcrease in the number of cases of 


infantile paralysis in Chicago recently. Four 
Geaths during the first ten days of August, 
says the bullétin, ae compared with four 
deatrg during the first seven months of 1012 
and only one death in August of last year, 
suggest Precautions must be adopted 
in combatting the disease. 

The contagious disease division has learned 
of twenty-three oases of infantile paralysis 
during the first thirteen days of August, 1912, 
whereas none was reported during ee same 
month last year. 


Ask Co-Operation with Department. 

In #ddition to reporting these cases the 
profesvion is urged to coSperate with the de- 
partmcnt in its efforts to enforce the follow- 
ing with respect to cases of anterior polio- 
myelitis: 

Inspection of al? reported cases, 

Screen the sick room against files, insects, 
etc. 

Strictly tsolate patient and attendant. 

Promptly destroy all discharges. especially 
from nose and throat, and carefully disinfect 
all dishes, utenails, bedding etc., before any 
of these are removed from the isolated quar- 
ters. 

Maintain isolation for a period of four 
weeka, 

Exclude other children of famfly from 
school during quarantine period. 

Hospitalize all cases where tsolation cannot 
be carried out at home. 

The bulletin waxes poetical on the subject 
of files. In considering typhoid fever, which 
is now in season, it calls attention to the 
fact: 

“The files that are bred in the spring, tra la, 
Have a whole lot to do with the case.” 


Urges “Bat the Rat.” 

The bulletin coins a new slogan. In addi- 
tion to “swat the fly” it urges “ bat the 
rat.” “ Between swatting and batting,” it 
suggests, “our citizens are in a fair way 
to acquire physical perfection as well as 
physical] protection.” 

A new illustrated booklet containing advice 
on the care of bavdies during hot weather 
has just been published for free distribution.

MUNICIPALITY CRIPPLED. 


Department Heads Say Lower 
‘Revenue Means Cutting Sal- 
aries and Staffs, 


A strenvous struggie between the city and 
the county officiels over the reduction in 
taxes next year seems highly probable Both 
sides appear to be preparing for war. The 
reduction, amounting to from 10 to 12 per 
cem, will naturally cripple the city’s , aera 
tiea. 

It wilh not seriously affect county efmire 
The city’s representatives are looking at the 
question from the viewpoint ef public offi- 
clale. The county's representatives are tak- 
ing the view of the taxpayers. Mixed in the 
struggle is the old battle between two fac- 
tions of the local Democracy. 

The city needa money. It te preparing to 
fight the reduction, which the Supreme court 
has indicated must be mede. The cerpore- 
tion counsels office will attempt to mes 
damus the county clerk to spread the essess- 
ment 60 that as much taxee will be obtained 
next year as this. Three members of the 
city's legal department have concurred Inan 
opinion that a mandamus will lie in the Su- 
preme court. The county attorney’s office 
is equally certain that it will not. 


County Attorney Foresees Reduction. 

The county attorney’s office also hots no 
legislative enactment can be obtained in the 
general assembly early enough in January 


The state board of equalization is expected 
to complete its work in October or November 
so that the rates can be determined early in 
December. The county clerk will at once 
extend the taxes and get the books into the 
hands of the county and town coHectors, so 
that a large proportion of the taxes will be 
collected before any act of the general as~- 
sembly can be made effective. 

As the clerk will provide for a reduction in 
taxes, it is predicted that property owners 
will pay more promptly next year than atany 
time in a decade. They wiil want to take 
advantage of the tax reduction. If they de- 
lay and the legislature should pass a law 
boosting taxes, the delinquents might be 
compelled to pay more than they would have 
paid if they had settied early. 


Comparison on Tax Levies, 

The advantages of the reduction from the 
standpoint of the taxpayer is {llustrated in 
the following table, which shows the taxes 
which residents of the west side pald last 
year and probably will pay next year on 
property valued from §300 (real value) to 
$7,500, provided the Supreme court does not 
change its recent decision:

Taft Seeks Act Not to Supersede 
Hay-Pauncefote Treaty. 


MEASURE PASSED BY HOUSE. 


Free Toll for Coastwise Ships Provided 
in Paper Ready for Signature. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D. C., Aug. 17.—[Special.}— 
President Taft has decided to take the initia- 
tive in an effort to bring about Panama canal 
legislation at this session without entailing 


international complications. 
He proposes that the Panama cana! legis- 


| lation now pending shall be framed so it will 


not supersede any of the treaty rights of the 
Hay-Pauncefote convention, and conferring 
upon the United States courts jurisdiction to 
entertain suits for damages filed by aliens on 
account of the free tolls provision of the bill. 
The president believes that such legislation 
would go far toward removing objections that 
have been raised to the present Panama bill. 
Mr. Tat himeelf believes the granting of 
free tolls to American vessels in the coast- 
wise trade will not constitute a violation of 
the Hay-Pauncefote treaty, but he acknowl- 
edges that the question is open to debate. 
Since it is debatable, he is anxious to have 
this government avoid putting itself in a po- 
sition where it may be accused, however un- 
justly, with bad faith and the violation ofa 
treaty obligation. 


Will Avoid Embarrassment. 

The president has told members of con- 
gress who have conferred with him that he 
believes this embarrassment can be avoided 
if action is taken aldng the Mnes indicated 
by him. A statute like the Panama canal 
legislation will supersede a treaty when the 
two conflict, but this can be met, the presi- 
dent suggested, by a specific reservation on 
this point. 

The opening. of the United States courts to 
damage suits by allens on account of the free 
tolis provision would quickly lead to the Su- 
preme court of the United States construing 
the Hay-Pauncefote treaty. If that high 
tribunal held that the United States had a 
right under the treaty to grant free tolls to 
American vessels in the ccastwise trade, 


Great Britain, according to the administra- 7 


tion’s view, probably would be inclined to 


' accept the opinion without attempting to 


carry the question to The Hague. 

Just how the president is to bring about 
this legislation or whether he will be able to 
bring it about is uncertain. 


House Passes Panama Bill, 

The house tonight passed the billas it came 
from conference, and the measure is now 
before Mr. Taft for his approval. The next 
day or two will be devoted by the president 
to ascertaining the likelihood of the senate 
and the house accepting an amendment of the 
character indicated. If he feels that such 
an amendment will be adopted he may veto 
the bill and send it back with the suggestion 
that it be returned to him with this modifi- 
cation. 

If the president does decide to veto the 
Panama measure, however, it will be on the 
ground of this free tolls provision and not on 
the ground of the anti-railroad legislation 


contained in the bill.

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REVOLT IN ALBANIA GROWING 


Rebels Seize Villages and Destroy 
Turkish Blockhouses. 


OTTOMAN ARMY RETALIATES 


Authorities Threaten to Exterminate 
Non-Mohammedans in Country. 


CETTINJE, Aug. 17.—Reports which have 
been received here give details of the fighting 
between Christian insurgents and Turkish 
troops in Albania. 

These reports say the insurgents seized 
two villages in the Berane district of Al- 
bania, near the Montenegrin frontier, and 
also plundered Berane itself.

OLD PANAMA CITY 
MEMORIES MANY 


Carpenter Tells of Visit to An- 
cient Town Which Was 
Looted by Pirates. 


BIGGER THAN MODERN ONE 


Founded 100 Years Before Pil- 
. grims Landed, and De- 
stroyed in 1671. :

Panama City, Panama, Aug. 17.—[Spe- 
cial.]J—The Panama government is rebuild- 
ing the road to old Panama. This road runs 
over the way picked out by the Spaniards 


is laid with the cobblestones over which the 
Indians and mules carried their cargoes of 
gold from the Atlantic to the Pacific. 

All the treasures of the Incas which Pizarro 
stole passed over this highway. They 
amounted to millions, and were enough to 
have almost: paved it with gold. The road 
went from here over the old Cruces trali. 
It was originally covered with field rock, 
and our government is now planning to re- 
open it, and will macadamize the highway as 
far as Cruces on the Chagres river, a dis- 
tance of about eighteen miles.

Visit to Old City. 


old Panama. Goy. Maurice H. Thatcher. 
who will have charge of the repairs on the 
Cruces road, was with me, and together we 
examined the work now being done on the 
road to old Panama. 

Old Panama was founded just about 100 
years before our Pilgrim fathers landed on 
Plymouth rock. It was fed by the riches of 
Peru, which were brought for shipment 
across the isthmus, and rapidly grew. As 
time went on the city increased in impor- 
tance and mighty buildings were erected. 

It fs said by the best authorities that old 
Panama was considerably larger than the 
Panama of today. When destroyed by the 
Pirates it had over 50,000 inhabitants. It 
had 200 warehouses, 2,000 fine dwellings, and 
5,000 houses of ordinary build. Many of its 
buildings were of brick. The bricke were 
made square and were about two inches 
thick. They were red. Many of these bricks 
lie about the ruins today. 

This country fairly teems with history. 
All the wealth of the Pacific coast of our con- 
tinent was brought here, and the Pirates and 
buccaneers hovered about these watera, hop- 
ing to catch and rob the Spanish galleons. 
Now and then the cities were besleged. and 
one of the most graphic stories of our hemi- 
sphers is that of Capt. Henry Morgan and 
his band in the capture of Panama. The 
story was noted down by one of the pirates 
who kept a record of everything. It was 
published about seven years after the events 
occurred, and it describes the expedition as 
@ whole and In detail. 


Story Written by a Pirate. 

The pirate writer's name was John Esque- 
meling. and he published his narrative in 
1678. It was first printed in Dutch, but it 
has been done over into Spanish and English. 

Esquemeling telts first of the capture of 
Porto Bello by Morgan. The forts which he 
took are still in existence, and they lie across 
the harbor near the great quarries, from 
where we have been getting the stone for 
the concrete work of the Gatun locks. 

Porto Bello is) practically nothing today, 
but in 1668 it was one of the chief oittes of 
the new world and was noted everywhere 
for its wealth and importance. It was then 
the strongest fortified town that the king 
of Spain had in the West Indies, with the 
exceptions only of Cartagena and Havana. 

When Morgan took Porto Bello he marched 
with his buccaneers down to the forts and 


put the Spaniards to the sword. ‘He blew 


up one of the castles and set fire to another. 

After taking the town the pirates looted 
it. They tortured the citizens to make them 
give up their wealth, and this with such 
cruelties that many died. 


Big Army of Pirates, 

Morgan now sent word across the isthmus 
to the citizens of old Panama, demanding a 
ransom. This was refused and the pirate 
went with his crew back to Cuba and thence

It had thirty-seven ships 
and 2,000men. Morgan was admiral and he 
divided the fleet into two squadrons and 
made a fixed scheme of division as to what 
share every man should have of the booty, 

Coming to the isthmus, they madé their 
way up the River Chagres to what was 
then known as the castle of the Chagres. 
This wes San Lorenzo, a picknicking place 
for the canal employés of todey. There was 
a fort there ané some sort of e structure 
called at castle, which I suppose wes only a 
blockhouse. 

At any rate, they took the castle and fort 
after a defense on the part ef the 
Spaniards. :

Attack on Panama. 

Leaving Las Cruces, the pirate army went 
on over the line of the road which we are 
now about to macadamize and at last they 
eame to a mountain, from where they could 
eee the Pacific ocean. Going down this they 
entered the savannes, which are just out- 
side the present city of Paname and not 
more than a mile from the Tivoli hotel at 
Ancon. Here they found some cattle, which 
they killed. They ate the meat half raw. 
They camped on the savannas for a day 
and thence went on to attack the city of 
old Panama. |

Mr. Snowden, who is regarded as the most 
intellectual of the labor members of parlia- 
ment, plainly expects some such result from 
the rivalry between Liloyd-George and 
Winston Churchill 

The writer, who is a Georgite, eays if the 
latter reced.@ from the cabinet it will be be- 
cause he has been driver out of the party 
by the imperialistic big navy ideas of his 
colleagues. In that case Liloyd-George’s 
plan will not be to conduct a land agitation 
merely, but to launch a radical, collectivist, 
coalition party, to head which development 
no man is better fitted, 


Big Faction Behind Him. 

Snowden says Lioyd-George will carry a 
more formidable faction than did Joseph 
Chamberlain in 1896. The remnant of the 
present Liberals will be so weak, he says, 
that it will be compelled to join the ranks of 
the Conservative Unionists, with whom, 
Snowden declares, they already, as Whigs, 
have much in common. Snowden thinks 
Lioyd-George will then head a strong, aggres- 
sive, radical, democratic party, which will 
go far along the Mnes of socio-economic re- 
form. 

Lioyd-George, says Mr, Snowden, has 
overwhelming popular support. He argues, 
differing from the genera) view, that the re- 
cent bye-elections prove the people are in 
favor of Lloyd-George’'s radical program. He 
thinks that even the East Manchester defeat 
proves this, as it was due partiy to the tem- 
porary unpopularity of the insurance act and 
partly to the action of the Tories in dropping 
the tariff reform ory, thus remustering the 
full strength in a constituency which is es- 
sentially Tory. : | 


Many People Ready for Move, 

This somewhat novel view finds opponents 
and adherents according to party predilec- 
tions. On the whole many people are ready 
to welcome such a move on Mr. George’s part 
as clarifying the political situation and en- 
abling the electorate to know where they 
are and to decisively, without complica- 
tione on the issue between headlong radical- 
ism and reasonable conservatism. 

Meantime there is no doubt ag to the ex- 
treme unpopularity of Licyd-George’s insur- 
ance act on which his fortumes may be 
wreoked, at least for the time being.

English Ministry Stronger De- 
spite Issues That Recently 
Threatened Downfall. 


_ INSURANCE ACT FOUGHT. 


Tremble Over Labor Unrest and 
Bye Elections; Asquith’s 
Irish Visit Success. 


BY T. P. O'CONNOR. 

LONDON, Aug. 17.—The session of the 
house which has just come to an end 
has been signalized by these rapid rises and 
falls of parliamentary fortunes which are 
so characteristic of English life. At one 
period things looked black enough for the 
Liberal ministry and for all the measures 
with which their existence is bound up, in- 
cluding, of course, home rule. 

The tremendous campaign which had been 
carried on against David Lloyd-George’s in- 
surance act, the unwillingness of so many 
work people to submit to compulsory thrift, 
the gigantic campaign of misrepresentation 
which the Tories had carried on aguinst the 
measure, some saying that the insurance 
money subscribed by the working people 
would go to pay the new salary of members 
of pariiament—all these things had their 
effect. 

Against the insurance act there was also 
ranged the formidable machinery put into 
operation by the medical profession, that is 
still dissatisfied by the terms offered to it by 
Lloyd-George. Doctors in England are pow- 
erful electioneers, and they threw themselves 
into all by-elections with all thelr energy 
and he!ped to turn many voters. . 

The result of all this was that several by- 
elections went badly, but the last two by- 
elections again turned the tide in their favor. 


Danger from Strikes. 

However, the troubles of the government 
were not over. The labor unrest, which is so 
characteristic of our times, had spread to a 
dangerous extent. There were several! severe 
strikes, including the great coal strike, which 
got only shut up the coal mines, but also 
a large number of the gigantic industries 
which depend on coal. 

These strikes placed the government in an 
awkward position, for it was held responsi- 
ble by public opinion for the loss and inton- 
venience which was universal, and, obliged 
to interfere, it found itself confronted, like 
most peacemakers, with the wild passions of 
both combatants. ' 

Meantime it had to take the necéssary 
measures to preserve the peace, and these 
measures necessarily brought down upon it 
a good deal of the exasperation of the starv- 
ing and desperate workmen. 


Three Cornered Fights. 

These difficulties produced a certain amount 
of ill feeling between the Labor and Liberal 
forces in the house of commons, and this led 
to the three cornered fights at two by-elec- 
tions, Hanley and Crewe. In the first the Lib- 
eral candidate succeeded in defeating both 
the Labor and the Tory candidates; in the 
second, the Liberal and the Labor division 
handed over the seat to the Tory. 

It looked for a time as if this quarrel might 
epread, and lose more-seats to the Tories. 
However, it looks now as if this were not 
going to take place, and as if the two allied 
forces, having satisfied honor, would once 
more work together. 

In spite of the various ups and downs, the 
LAberal ministry undoubtedly fs stronger at 
the end than it was in the dark days of the 
middle of the session. This has been largely 
due to the splendid parliamentary powers of 
Asquith, who has grown immensely in au- 
thority and in effectiveness during the last 
year and a half 

Visit to Dublin. 

One of the factors which has- helped to 
strengthen his position is the enormous sguo- 
cess of his visit to Dublin. The demonstra- 
tion in its vastness and unanimity far ex- 
ceeded the most sanguine epectationgs, 
largely, of course, because of the high hopes 
of the Irish people that, at last, the'r cen- 
tury old struggle is coming to a triumphant 
end, and largely owing to the extraordinary 
powers of Joseph Devlin as an organizer. 
The London Times committed itself to the 
staternent that Devlin was worth a salary of 
$50,000 a year because of his organizing gen- 
jus. 

The visit brought home to the English peo- 
ple the vast strength and unanimity in Dbre- 
land which lie behind the Nationalist move- 
ment. 


FEAR REAL WAR ON HOME RULE.

LONDON, Aug. 17.—Ulster is going to fight 
home rule, and with arms.

Ireland Hostile to Militants, 

DUBLIN, Aug. §.—Irish women have never 
been enthusiastic for woman suffrage and 
Iriehmen have regarded the movement witb 
amused indifference. This wus the attitude 
until a few days ago; but now there is an 
outburst of hostility against tne suffragists 
all over Ireland,;and advovates of votes for 
women are having an uncommoniy bed time 
whenever they appear in pu’)iic. 

This change in Ireland's attitude toward 
the shuffragists was brougnt <¢ bout by the 
suffragists themselves by their action during 
the recent visit of Mr. Asquith, the English 
prime minister, to Dublin. A few English 
women, belonging to the mllitant section. 
preceded Asquith to Ireland, and on the night 
before his arrival, as you have heard be- 
fore this, tried to burn down the Theater 
Royal in Dublin, actually s>*tting fire to a 
box when the theater was full of people.

Passes ‘Measure Over President Taft’s | 
Veto and Puts It Up toSenate—Dead- 
lock Threatened. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 17.—The legisla- 
tive, executive, and judicial appropriation 
bill, vetoed by President Taft because it con- 
tained a seven year tenure for the civil 
service and provided for the abolishment of 
the United States Commerce court, was 
passed by the houseagain today. It now goes 
to the senate. . 

No change in the Bill after it came back 
from the White House was made except to 
érop the civil service restriction. The meas- 
ure comtained the provision for the immediate 
abolishment of the Commerce court. 

While the senate undoubtedly would ap- 
prove a bill to abolish the Commerce court, 
many» Republican and Democratic leaders 
favor Jeaving the legislation out of the ap- 
propriation bill. 

Should the bill, as passed by the house to- 
day, go through the senate without change, 
it is believed the president agfin will veto it 
and force upon congress the alternative of 
acceding to his wishes, or facing a deadlock

BACK FROM TOUR ABROAD. 


Foreign Workingmen Provided’ For 
in Case of Illness. 


Insurance against sickness, developed to a 
high degree in Germany, is recommended for 
adoption in the United States by Dr. John 
B. Murphy, who returned yesterday from a 
two months’ motor tour of northern Europe. 

The trip, taken with his family, was the 
latest of the physician's numerous journeys, 
particularly for detailed examination of spe- 
cial work in foreign hospitals. 

“ The development of the plan for insur- 
ing the workingmen and women of Germany 


can afford to study and imitate,’’ he said. 
“There ig hardly a pauper patient in the 
German hospitals. Every one paya. 


Societies Provide for Poor, 

“This is made possible through the labor 
societies or organizations formed purely for 
sickness insurance and 80 managed that it 
is feasible for all laborers to obtain this guar- 
antee at a nominal cost. 

“It has made the German laborer, man 
and woman, independert of charity and re- 
lieved ‘of anxiety over ossible illness. The 
effect an the character of the population 1s 
decidedly good, and I hope to see a similar 
development reached here.. 

“ There is observable a great deal of ad- 
vanced work in the somewhat new field of 
surgery, the rebuilding of waste tissues— 
what might be called reconstructive surgery. 
This work is progressing well in the United 
States, but study of German methods offers 
opportunity for considerable development in 
American hospitals. 


Campaign Against Tuberculosis, 

* One’s interest is aroused by the plan of 
campaign against tuberculosis. A modicum 
of attention is paid, of course, to the cure 
of the plague, as here, but the great, in- 
eessant effort of the comunities and the 
state itself is toward the elimination of 
causes—prevention rather than cure. De- 
spite numerous claims advanced, I do not 
belleve there has been any definite advance 
made recently in the treatment of cancer.”

By giv- 
ing them intelligence he sought to exalt them, 
to place them higher in the scale of life. | 

But, Bergson-cuts deeper... Fiis premise is 
that the bee is gove-ned by instinct only, but 
that instinct is a quality as high, as delicate, 
as important, as godlike as intellect. 

“ We may surmise,” he cays, in“ Creative 
Evolution,” “that if we went far enough 
back into the past, we should find instincts 
more nearly approaching intelligence than 
those of our insects, intelligence nearer to 
instinct than that of our vertebrates, in- 
telligence and instinct being, in this ele- 
mentary condition, prisoners of a matter 
which they are not yet able to control. If 
the force in life were an unlimited force, it 
might, perhap:, have developed instinct and 
intelligence tcgether and to an unlimited de- 
gree in the same organisms. But everything 
seems to indicate that this force is limited 
and that it soon exhausts itself in its very 
manifestation. It is hard for it te go far in 
several directions at once: it must choose.” 

So one grand division of life, the animals, 
chose to develop intelligence, another grand 
division, the insects, chose to develop in- 
stinct—“ two divergent solutions, equal)y fit- 
ting, of one and the game problem.” 

Again, “Instinct points to unconscious- 
ness, for where the implement to be nsed is 
organized by nature, the material fufnished 
by nature, and the result to be obtained 
willed by nature, there is little left to choice,” 
and where choice is absent, reflection is un- 
necessary. 

“Where consciousness appears, it does 
not so much light up the instinct itself as the 
thwartings to which instinct is subject; it 
is the deficit of instinct, the distance be- 
tween the act and the idea, that becomes 
consciousness. Consciousness here jis on!y 
an accident. 

“In short,” M. Bergson epitomizes, ‘“‘while 
instinct and intelligence both involve know]- 
edge, this knowledge is acted in the case 
of instinct, thought in the case of intel- 
ligence.”’ . 

Edison, inventing the incandescent, was 
an example of knowledge thought. Here 
is an example of knowledge acted: 

Certain wasps have the paralyzing in- 
stinct. They lay their eggs in spiders, 
beetles, or caterpillars, which, having first 
been subjected by the wasp to a skillful sur- 
gical operation, will go on living motionless 
a certain number of days, and thus provide 
the larvee with fresh meat. He ha Sy 

These wasps (there are several species of 
them) take into account the different. species 
of prey they respectively attack. The Scolia 
wasp, which attacks. a larva of the rose 
beetle, stings it in one point only, but in this 
point the motor ganglia are concentrated, 
and those ganglia alone; the stinging of 
other ganglia would cause death and putre 
faction, which it must avoid. 

The yellow winged Sphex wasp, which has 
chosen the cricket for its victim, knows that 
the cricket has three nerve centers which 
serve ite three pairs of legs, or at least it 
acts this knowledge. It stings the insect 
first under the neck, then behind the pro- 
thorax, and then where the thorax joins the 
abdomen. 

The Ammophila Hirsuta gives nine suc- 
cessive strokes upon the nine nerve centers 
of its caterpillar, and then seizes the head 
and squeezes it in its mandibles, enough to 
cause paralysis without death. ‘The general 
theme is “ the necessity of paralyzing with- 
out killing ”; the variations are subordinated 
to the structure of the victim on which they 
are played. 

M. Bergson. dismisses the idea. that in- 
etincts in such unbelievable precision could 
have been. attained by experiment, even 
though the experiment had lasted through 
eons. He believes that the instinct of the 
wasp for the caterpillar is a “‘ sympathy.” 

The word “sympathy” may at first pro- 
voke a smile for the reader, but it isn’t that 
sort of sympathy the philosopher means. 
He means intuition, feeling for, that perfect 
knowledge which is at once complete, sure, 
and untaught, The wasp knows its victim 
as the new-born knows its mother’s breast. 

It may be that in the dim long ago wasp 
and caterpillar were of one kind, and that no 
matter how far they have since grown apart, 
the wasp has always retained enoush family 
feeling to know where to go for fresh meat. 

Before such marvels one, perhaps, will 
cease to langh at Bergson’s saying that in- 
stinct offers a solution to life’s preblems as 
adequate as that offered by intelligence. 

No biologist in his laboratory dare predict 
which will outlive the other on this globe, the 
animal or the insect; which in the end will 
prove the fittest to survive.

‘The delegates will come from 
every European nation, from some Asiatic 
governnients and from a few countries of 
South America: The bulk of the foreign at- 
tendance will come as the accredited repre- 
sentatives of their governments. ) 

It is thought that the foreign attendance 
may reach 1,000; Three hundred German 
officials sail as one party on the Cincinnati 
from Hamburg on Sept. 7.

the twelve sectious into which the congress 
is divided, less than half of them has any 
material relation to curative medicine, and 
in only three is curative medicine prominent. 
The subjects have to do eésentially with 
methods of preventing disease, and, in this 
science, the cure of existing disease is of 
minor consequence, except as regards con- 
tagious or communicable diseases. _— 

I dare say there are some who are asking 
for proof that these congresses have bene- 
fited the countties in which they have been 
held. The following is the answer to this 
question, given by Dr. Fulton, secretary of 

is congress: f 

“The third congress, Paris, 1878, dealt 
largely with the sanitation of hospitals and 
cities. Important reforms followed, au 
the beneficial results, continuing to this 
time, were most conspicuous in Paris. 

“The fourth congress met at Turin, and 
the history of municipal hygiene in Italy 
dates from that congress. 
became apparent in the declining death rate 
in Italian cities. 

“The fifth congress, Geneva, 1882, led 
to the foundation of the federal bureau of 
health of Switzerland, and to improved 
sanitary organization in the cantons. 

“The sixth congress, The Gagne, 1884, 
started a program of hygiene for the Dutch 
colonies, and this is the first chapter in 
colonial hygiene. : 

“ The seventh congress, Vienna, 1887, led 
to the demolition of Vienna's overcrowded 
tenements, the construction of healthy 
dwellings, the introduction of a pure water 
supply and eventually to the complete trans- 
formation of the city. 

“The ninth congress, London, 1891, 
opened an era of legislation for the health 
of wage earners, and, in this respect, Eng- 
land still holds leadership. 

“ Dr, A. J. Martin [ Paris, 1900] says: ‘ In 
every case, a session of the International! 
Congress on Hygiene and Demography has 
been attended by definite and permaneut 
sanitary improvements in the country in 
which it has been held.’ ”

_ There are some who are asking if there 
18 ahy proof that the previous congresses 
have benefited the United States. This 
question, Secretary Fulton has answered as 
follows: 

“In 1885, in Paris, the Pasteur treatment 
for rabies was first tried on man. In 1889 
the ninth International Congress on ‘Hy- 
giene and Demography was held in Paris. 
and the claims of Pasteur were authorita- 
tively confirmed. After that Americans 
began to visit Paris and Frenchmen left 
Paris with the same end in view, namely, 
to establish new Pasteur institutes. 

“There are now Pasteur institutes in 
twenty-three states, where the anti-rabic 
remedy is prepared and administered: Since 
1908 the hygieni¢ laboratory of the United 
States public health and marine hospita; 
service has supplied the anti-rabic virus to 
twenty-two state boards of health, and has 
demonstrated that the remedy can be trans- 
mitted safely by mail, so that it is not neces- 
sary to make long journeys, as patients for- 
merly had to do, in order to receive trear- 
ment.

“In 1890 Prof. von Behring of Marburg 
announced that he had learned how to ren- 
der animals immune to diphtheria. He 
was able, soon after to immunize children 
in the same way. In 1894 two or three 
Americans, attending the tenth Internation- 
al Congress on Hygiene and Demography 
at Budapest, heard the memorable report of 
Prof. Emile Roux of Paris, proving that 
Von Behring had indeed provided an im- 
munization against diphtheria. The Ameri- 
can delegates came home with great news. 

“In 1895, a little antitoxin, very expen- 
sive, came over from Germany and France. 
The Massachusetts board of health and the 
health department of New York City soon 
began to make antitoxin for the use of local 
physicians. Antitoxin laboratories were es- 
tablished by several pharmaceutical firms.

the diphtheria mortality of the registration 
area had fallen from 97.75 to 45.2 per 100,- 
000 between 1890 and 1900, though the 
supply of antitoxin was yet inadequate. [t 
was still expensive, and many physicians 
were not convinced of its value. 
“The census report for 1910 shows a 
further decline to 21.4 per 100,000, . Accéri- 
ting to these figures 46,000 lives were saved 
n the United States in 1900 and 69,000 in 
1910; 115,000 in the two years, over 500,000

Grant’ became the candidate of the Repub- 
Hoan. for the presidency, unanimously 
and be ith great acclaim, at Chicago in May, 
1868, and carried twenty-six of the thirty- 
four. states. which voted in’ the November 
election of that year chiefly because he was 
victorious not in war but in peace. 

The victory which he won after the civil 
War wad ended was, from the moral and per- 
sonal, point of view, even greater than any 
triumph of arms gained by him when com- 
mander, : . 8. 

For his victories of peace were unselfish 
and had for their inspiration the peaceful and 
permanent restoration of fraternal feeling 
throughout the states of the union and the 
maintenance of the spirit of reconciliation 
manifested by those who fought for the 
union or under the confederate flag or who 
gave their support to one or the other of the 
armies, and through it all remained the same 
quiet, modest man, simple and unostenta- 
tious, that he was when, almost less than 
the humblest of volunteers, he entered the 
munion army. 

At the close of the civil war Grant was 
a miltary hero, with a popularity unsur- 
passed as a military chief by that gained by 
any other American citizen. It was in- 
‘evitable that the great majority of the people 
of the north and the Republican party asa 
whole should forecast the nomination of 
Gen. Grant for president in 1868. 

9 «== 

But there were to be three very trying years 
between the close of the war and the presi- 
dential campaign of*1868. In these three 
years Gen. Grant wis to be tested so far as 
his availability as a presidential candidate 
was concerned. He was to be tested as 
though by fire. 

It was commonly believed that Grant was 
utterly without experience in political life, 
so it was feared that He might for this rea- 
son say or do something which would make 
him unavailable as a candidate for the presi- 
dency. 

This judgment of Grant, however, waz not 
accurate. He had, it is true, no knowledge 
of the machinery of political organizations. 
He had never been active in politics. He 
had been associated with the Democratic 
party from the time he qualified as a voter 
until the outbreak of the civil war, but he 
had rarely voted. Yet Grant understood 
politics when viewed from a broader field 
than that of political manipulation or or- 
ganization. He was especially anxious to 
capture Vicksburg, because he knew that a 
victory of that kind would serve as a cam- 
paign argument in state elections in the fall 
of 1833 for those who were supporting Presi- 
dent Lincoln and his administration He 
hoped, through his campaign in Virginia in 
1864, and through the work of Sherman in 
thé@nidwest, greatly to serve the Republican 
presidential politics in the fall of that year. 

Senator Roscoe Conkling, who: was one of 
the closest of Grant's personal, as well as 
political, friends, once said that Grant did 
not view politics with a microscope, but saw 
it with the broad vision of the astronomer 
who surveys the heavens with a powerful 
telescope. - 


—— 

The first test of Grant's moral strength 
and courage and of qualties which would 
servé to make him available as a.candidate 
for the presidency came within a few months 
after Andrew Johnson had succeeded Lin- 
coln as president. Johnson, in the early part 
of his term, wes bitter toward.the leading- 
men of the south who hed served either in 
civil or in military capacities during the war 
of secession. 

Gen. Robert E. Lee was anxious to be 
restored to the privileges of citizenship. He 
felt that he could in this way aid in re- 
storing friendly relations between the peo- 
ple of the south and the people of the north. 

President Johnson wes not willing that the 
request of Lee be granted. Thereupon Gen. 
Grant wrote to the president insisting that 
the terms which he offered to Lee at Appo- 
mattox courthouse and which Lee accepted 
were terms which he (Grant), as commander 
of the union armies, had the right to offer. 
In addition, Gen. Grant intimated clearly 
that unless the request of Gen. Lee were 
granted he would resign his office of general 
in command of the armies of the United 
States. 

The terms named by Gen. Grant at Appo- 
mattox and accepted by Gen. Lee provided 
that after the surrender all of the officers 
should retain their side arms and be paroled, 
while the officers should sign paroles for the 
entire army. These paroles were to be re- 
garded as assurances that the federal gov- 
ernment would not prosecute or proscribe 
the officers who thus surrendered. Gen. 
Grant had reason to believe that it was 
President Johnson's purpose to cause Lee to 
be prosecuted. for treason; and he belleved 
that this would be in violation of the terms 
which he had made and Lee had accepted 
at Appomattox. It was at this time that 
Gen. Lee asked for the restoration of his cit!- 
zenship. Hence, Grant’s demand of John- 
son, which was somewhat reluctantly com- 
plied with, and which served at once to typify 
Grant as the great leader who was fighting 
a new battle, a peaceful battle, which had 
for its object perfect retonciliation of north 
and south—the complete restoration of the 
union. ' 

> 

The effect throughout the south was almost 
magical. Gen Grant wes hailed as a true 
friend of the south, as a victor who could be 
not only generous but absolufely just. 

So also throughout the north there was in- 
stantaneous -and highly favorable response 
to the action taken by Gen. Grant im respect 
to Gen. Lee. 

In the year following the close of the war, 
Gen. Grant made a tour through the south. 
It was then discovered that his was a very 
practical mind. He was greatly interested 
in the work then beginning for the rebullding 
of the railway systems of the south, 

He rarely spoke of the war; even in private 
conversation. But he was diligent in his in- 
quiries respecting the material resources of 
‘the south and the manner in which the im- 
poverished citizens were beginning, with an 
energy and courage uneurnpassed, to restore 
what had been lost. | - 

This tour through the south made it man!- 
fest to the people of the entire country that 
Gen. Grant took far greater pleasure in the 
instruments by which peaceful prosper! 
could be secured than he ever did in the epec- 
taculer or frightful accessories of war. He 
was as anxious that the war should be for- 
gotten and that the sworés drawn in it 
should be turned into plow shares as ahy 
citizen of the union could be. It was then 
made clear that Gen. Grant had practical

Racing Within Indiana Law, 
Say Promoters; Wagers 
Only by Individuals. 


REVENUE FROM THE GATE 


BY HARVEY T. WOODRUFF. | 
Betting ‘‘on the nod" will be the only 
form of speculation for the venturesome at 
the initial fifteen day race meeting of the 
Mineral Springs Jockey club, to open on 
Sept. 14 at the new track near Porter, Ind. 
Even this form of wagering will have no 
official. standing with the promoters, who 
insist they will conduct “ betess racing ” 
under the provision of the Seller law, which 
allows forty-five days of racing In each coun- 
ty, meetings not to be longer than fifteen 
days and with intervals of thirty days be- 
tween. Racing istiegal in Indiana. Betting 
is not. ay 
That skepticism which has developed from 
numérous reports of attempts to revive rac- 
ing near Chicago greeted the first announce- 
ment of the Indiana men behind the Minera] 
Springs Jockey club. When they made public 
their plans, including the dates, and work 
began on the new track, that skepticism 
began to wane. As all followers of the turf 
know there must be speculation to make 
racing possible, the pertinent query then was 
how the meeting could be conducted “ with- 
out betting.” 


Plans from the “Inside.” 

From a confidential source the " plan be 
hind the plan’ was secured yesterday. Ac-’ 
cording to this information the promoters 
are going ahead on broader grounds than 
ever before attempted in the conduct of a 
racetrack. They are banking upon the love 
of the sport itself bya part of their patrone. 
Those who must bet will make their own 
orédit connections with pencilers, and the 
track will have nothing to do with i, 

This is the same scheme so far as existed 
in New York under the Percy-Gray law be- 
fore the directors’ Ilability law making di- 
réctors of racing associations criminally Ha- 
ble for gambilng on their premises 
passed at the instance of Gov. Hughes. Then 
the metropolitan tracks closed their gates. 

But the New York tnacka, instead of 
charging for the booking privilege, exacted 
a fee for “advance information.”’ The Por- 
ter track.officials assert they will accept ab- 
golutely no revenue, either directly or inid- 
rectly, from the bookies. They fee) this is 
the?fr only way to keep within the Indiana 
statute. Inasmuch as the bookle cannot dis- 
play slates or publicly quote odds in any 
form, to make his business pay he must 
have a@ pereonal clientele who have estab- 
lished with him a credit. 


Admission Fee to Be $1.50, 

No money can pass nor any record be made 
of a wager at the track. Therefore each 
bookie, argue the promoters, will be inter. 
ésted in inducing his clients to visit the tra 
Each patron will pay to enter the tnack a fee 
of $1.50 or $2, including railroad fare. There 
will be no free list Expected gate admie- 
gions thus will take the place of booking fees 
from a revenue producing standpoint,

Charles S. Dooin was born on’ June 12; 
1880, at Cincinnati, where his father, 
who died when he was 2 years old, was . 
a painter. Both his father and his 
mother, who died eight years ago, were 
born in Ireland. Three brothers and five 
sisters are living. One of the brothers, 
Robert, was an outfielder under Hugh 
Duffy at. Providence, but broke his knee 
cap two years ago and was compelled 
to give up baseball. 

Dooin attended the public schools in 
Cincinnati and St. Xavier's college there 
in 1804-'95-’'96. He was fond of base- 
dall, but could not make the team, be- 
cause he was too small, weighing only 
110 pounds. In condition, he now weighs | 
160 pounds and stands 5 feet 10 inches, . 
He pleyed with amateur nines on the 
* Cincinnati lots while following his trade 
of clothing cutter, wtich he kept up during. the winter 
until six years ago, ; 

In 1898 Dooin earned his first money in baseball. It was 
$2, for catching a game for the Covington semi-pro club. 
Buck Ewing, then nanager at Cincinnati, thought. the 
youngster promised well, and sent him to Indianapolis 
for development, where he signed at a salary of $75 a 
month. In the first game Dooin broke his thumb in three 
places, and was sent to Ottumwa, but was unable to make 
good, because he képt bruising his Injured thumb, 

In 1899 Charley signed with Ottumwa, but. the league 
broke up and he was given a trial by Charles A. Comiskey, 
who then 9wned the St. Paul club. He played one game 
at second-base and caught Willie McGill in one game. 
Then he drew his release. He still thinks he caught a 
good game, ind doesn’t understand why Comiskey did not 
keep him, unless because he was too small.

Known to newspaper readers as “ Red,” because of his 
sorrel top, Dooin says he does not hear the name half a 
dozen times a year. To.his friends he is “Chick” or 
Charley. He is a likeable fellow personally, and always 
has been popular around the National league circuit for 
his hustling, earnest playing.

INSCRIPTION TELLS STORY. 


“America’s Greatest Réinsman” Fit- 
ting Tribute te Dead Man, 


BY HENRY TEN EYCK WHITE. 

John E. Madden. America's most preminent 
all-round horseman, has done @ graceful act 
in placing over the grave of Myron McHenry, | 
the driver who died last fall, a stone which 
calls attention to the last resting place of the 
most remarkable man in his Mne the turf 
has produced. In three wards the monument | 
gives him credit for what he was. 

“Myron E. McHenry—1856—1911. America’s 


Greatest Reinsman,” is the legend on the 
tablet of polished granite in the little “Me- 
Henry cemetery” on Pink Prairie, near Ge- 
neseo, Ill. It wasat the Pink Prairie settle- 
ment MeHenry was born. The Mcfienrys, of | 
which there were a considerabie number- 
were early settlers, their farms lying about 
eight anfles north of Geneseo. It was from 
Pink Prairie that MoHenry set forth at the 
age of 21 to become a driver of trotting 
horses. 


McHenry Always a Horse Lover. 

He always had been a rugged, brisk mov- 
ing, enterprising: jad, and, a8 s00n as he 
emerged from -babyhood, he would toddile 
from the farmhouse to the fields, where his 
father was‘plowing, and insist on being 
placed on one of the horses. There be would 
sit hour after hour, and nothing gave him 
so much pleasure as riding the plow horse. At 
times when he would fall asleep and tumble 
from the old nag. instead of whimpering 
ebout the mishap he would demand to b2 
put on the horse again. 

While a mere child he broke to harness all 
the colts on the farm and some that the 
neighbors put in his way. “No colt tha* 
ever lived was mean enough to scare him” 
McHenry’s brother said tome. Later in life 
he proved this to the full by his management 
of steeds ordinary men did not care to handle.

York in 1911. Horse lovers with the means 
to work out their theories as to breding are 
doing wonders in various ways. 

Those who are mating their high bred nags 
for beauty of form and action as well as for 
speed have so increased in numbers that now 
certain subfamilies of horses that furnish 
winners of important races are noted for 
their size and good looks. The Bingara 
tribe is a case in point. While Peter the 
Great is a horse of some beauty, his family; 
as a rule, are not good looking, many of them 
being low headed. The work of Mr. Cellier 
in selecting a member of the strain which 
has action and conformation of the first class, 
and has shown himeelf a sire of early speed, 
is a move in the right direction.

Mackenzie a Financier. 


Aéroit financiering, the faculty of accurate 
estimate and quick decision, with a goodly 
share of downright faith in the land of his 
birth, brought him gradually into control 
of the Toronto Street railway, the huge 
Electrical Development company at Niagara, 
the Winnipeg Street railway, and various 
interurban systems. He has power com- 
panies and street cars In Brazil and Mexico 
and gold and silver and iron mines north 
of Ontario’s zone of habitation, and also 
in British Columbia.

Those early nineties in railway building 
passed from a peak load of activity to the 
depths of a pessimistic slump. The young 
country’s digestion had been overtaxed and 
overexcited. Construction fell away. Idle- 
ness was threatened. 

Mackenzie set out for Toronto to apply 
his acquisitive genius to eastern munici- 
Pal franchises for street railway and elec- 
tric power. Mann, who could not spend 
an hour in inaction, climbed aboard for 
British Columbie, where the entry of.the 
railway had uncovered veins of glittering 
Three yeare he spent in the mining 
but the real desire of his manhood 
was yet unfulfilled. He wanted a railway 
of his own. In his absence various events 

had progressed. The tone of the domin- 
ion's palate had substantially improved. 

His first venture was unleashed in the 
province of Manitoba. Some time back a 
charter had been taken out by the Lake 
Manitoba Railway and Canal company to 
carry a road from Portage la Prairie on 
the C. P. R. main line to Lake Winnipegosis, 
but the promoters appeared to lack faith or 
farthings. Mann saw his opportunity. Every 
dollar hé had gathered together he invested 
in that sheet of parchment. The act car- 
ried its own inspiration. He walked inte 
the Bank of Montreal, exhibited the charter, 
laid down his plan, and talked persuadingly 
of the future of such a pioneer road—and 
he asked for money.

How They Became Partners. 

The bankers liked the scheme, but de- 
manded a partner; trust funds could not be 
risked upon the luck of one men’s existence, 
Next dayphe mei Mackenzie on an east bound 
train. For five hours they sat, face to.face, 
turning the idea over and over until Macken- 
zie found himseif telling it all back to Mann. 
That conversation was their article of part- 
nership that never has weakened from that 
day to this. 

Mann persuaded the Manitoba parliament 
to subsidize the road at $8,000 a mile, @ 
feat neither before nor since accomplished 
in Canadian undertakings. The money car- 
ried them from Gladstone to Dauphin; which ™ 
in those days meant from Nowhere to No- 
where. Three locomotives and eighteen cars 
constituted their entire rolling stock and 
the trains ran twice a week. Yet the gross 
revenue for the first year was $60,000, which 
more than overcame the cost of running. 
More rails were laid. More towns brought 
more traffic and more capital from the bank- 
ers. Bit by bit the Canadian Northern sys- 
tem crept into significance. Today it looms 
a mighty network of national highways in- 
terlacing the dominion.from one end nearly 
to the other. |

Briefly stated, thet is 

what constitutes the duties of elevator 
starters in the big office buildings 

In addition to keeping his eves open every 
instant of the nine and a half hours he ‘s on 
duty, the elevator gtarter must be a veritable 
encyclopedia of information concerning the 
skyscraper where he works. He must not 
only know the name of every one of the hun- 
dreds of tenants but be able to tell what floor 
his office is on. where he has moved to if 
the office has been vacated, and ans'wer in- 
numerable other questions. 

While he is doing this he must keep an 
eye On every One of the elevators under his 
supervision and see to it that they are kept 
at the proper distance apart. In this respect 
his duties are very similar to thore of a 
train dispatcher. By watching the indica- 
tors ovér each elevator, the starter can tel] 
at a glance where every caris. During the 
rush hours it is a trying job to keep from six 
to a dozen elevators moving in the proper 
order without congestion of traffic. 

The starter in one of Chicago's largest sky- 
scapers estimates that an average of 50,000 
persons ride daily in the elevators of the 
builcing. Each big office structure has a 
permanent population eque! to a fair sized 
city, several of those in the loop district hav- 
ing approximately 5,000 tenants each. The 
elevator systems for these skyscraper cities 
might be Hkened to the street car systems 
of muncipalities, and many of them carry 
far more paisengers every day than the 
traction lines do. 

Besides possessing a fund of infosmation 
the elevator starter is sometimes called 
upon to act as a mind reader.

Sthch 
figures, correctly taken, would aleo be a sur- 
prise to the general public and would give 
an idea of the real maie:itude of this great 
and growing industry.

, Physical Quality Needed. 


Mr. G. Stanley Hall calls flabby muscles the 
Chasm between willing and doing. The base- 
ball diamond is not the only place in the 
world where flabby muscles are out of place. 
There are few fields of human effort where 
physical good form’ does not command a 
premium of some sort. The amount of delay, 
loss, waste, from temporary ané eatily pre- 
ventable physical upsets or weaknesses ts 
now receiving the corrective attention due It. 
Great efforts are being made to teach men 
how to learn to care for their bodies other 
than through knowledge gained tn the bitter 
school of experience. 


The gaining of quality in a physical sense 
is now declared to be far more fundamental 
matter than it has been formerly believed 
to be. The spiritual and moral size of a 
man is more dependent upon his physical per- 
fection than we have realized. His body 
shows character. A Gisgraceful carriage is 
a disgrace. If a man carries himself well 
he has more courage and more self-respect. 
He not only looks better, but looks are not 
the main things, he is more efficient. 


Nothing that concerns a man’s physical 
well being is now considered negligible. His 
eating, his digestion, his elimination are all 
of vital importance. Dr. Gulick tells ushat 
tine headwork and coarse stomach work do 
not go together. He also tells us that really 
valuable exercise reaches beyond the muscles 
and the digestive organs; it braces up and 
stimulates the mind. He attacks certain 
forms of wasteful negleci that men are much 
Siven to and describes’ their effects not on 
body alone, but on work and character.

How Daily Bath Helps. 


As for the daily bath, Dr. Gulick makes it 
as necessary forthe soulasforthe body. ‘' A 
scrupulously well kept skin is usually associ. 
ated with the possession of a -cultivated 
taste, a susceptibility to fine and delicate 
things, a degree of gelf-respect which's more 
than skin deep. The unwashed-are people 
who haverno such perceptions.”’ He quotesa: 
famous teacher who has said that “in our 
generation a great gulf is fixed that no de- 
mocracy or socialistic theories can bridge 
over between men and women that take a 
bath every day and men and women that do 
not. It im the difference of which 
bathing is a symbol that makes marriages 
between people of different social habi 
disastrous.”’ 

The reason for the daily bath is not physical 
but psychological, says this man, who is de- 
voting his life to the subject of man's phys- 
ical well being. ‘‘ The skin is what separates 
the individual from the universe. In a cer~- 
tain sense it is the boundary of a man’s pere 
sonality. It serves not only for protection 
but also for information. The more 
scrupulously the skin is looked after the more 
responsive it will be to the stimuli that it 
gets from the outside world and the more 
accurate and well organized will be the infor- 
mation which passes on to the brain A cold 
bath in the morning raises the level of our 
mentalactivity. It wakes us up, it increases 
the supply of energy. A bath after the day’s 
work means that we have put off the old man 
with his needs, that we have left the office 
with its business behind, and are prepared 
for something else. It is an act of respect to 
our personality.” 

Dr. Gulick would not have a man take a 
cold bath {f his constitution is not equal to it, 
but for the sluggish man who te hampered 
with excess of fat he believes it good. But 
always he considers the reaction. And finally 
he tells us that much pessimism has been put 
out of business by taking the right kinds of 
baths. “The only difficulty is that the meth- 


od is eo simple:”’

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What Human Fineness Means. 

Tt is neither a false idea nor a new onethat 
great strength and fineness of quality go to- 
gether, are consistent one with another. The 
ancient symbol for this idea was the iron 
nand in the velvet glove. The modern is ex- 
pressed in the fact that the strongest cable 
for its size is one made of the greatest num- 
br of fine strands. Some kinds of fineness 
may mean an increase of fragility, but real 
increase in human fineness, in the sense of 
‘nereased efficiency, never means this. 

The core of the dynamo is the strongest

HERE comes a time in the life of every 
young man. when he must decide what 
sort of work he is best fitted for and 
what will be his permanent vocation 
or profession. In many respects this is 
one of the most important problems he wil! 
ever be called upon to solve, because on that 
one decision may hinge hie future success 
or failure in the business world. Further- 
more, it is a question he must answer him- 
self. The advice of parents and friends may 
be helpful, but {f the young man has the 
right kind of stuff in him he will not allow 
the opinion ef other persons to Influence him; 
He knows better than any one else what line 
of work he should take up. 

I have been through the mill and know 
what I am talking about, because I gained 
by knowledge of the business world through 
hard knocks and actual experience, which 
began when I was only 18 years old. Of 
course, I did not decide at that time to fol- 
low the line of work I am now engaged in. 
Comparatively few boys of 18 have any 
definite ideas regarding the future, although 
many who start to work at that age continue 
at the same job for the rest of their lives. 

That is where @ great many mistakes are 
made, and that is one reason why there are 
so many misfits in the business worid—men 
who are working at jobs which they do not 
like, simply because they don’t know how to 
do anything else. Most of these men did not 
discover their mistakes until it was too late 
to rectify them, or rather until they were s0 
old that they considered it useless to try to 
learn a new trade or profession. 

This applies largely to those boys who are 
compelled to earn their own, living at an 
age when they should be in school. Condi- 
tions are different for the boy whose parents 
are able to give him a college education, or 
at least a high school course. The young 
man who doesn’t have to go to work until he 
is 18 or 20 should have a pretty fair idea as 
to what he wants to make of himeelf and he 
ean select an occupation accordingly. His 
future.success depends solely on ambition, 
hard work, and sticking to his job.

Sticking to Job Pays. 


Sticking to one job, after I found my place 
in the world, has brought me all the success 
I have attained.

Almost every day 
some one tries to sell me some newly pat- 
ented article. Sometimes these devices are 
practical, but most of them are too complicat- 
ed to sell readily. In such instances I tell the 
person he is wasting his time trying to dispose 
of that kind of anarticle. “That man is on the 
wrong track just as the fellow is who takes 
wp a line of work for which he is not fitted, 
and unless some one tells him about it he 
may not discover his mistake in time to 
rectify it. 

During certain seasons an average of thir- 
ty-five or forty salesmen call upon me every 
day and the purchases’ for the house furnish- 
ing department alone aggregate pretty close 
to $1,000,000 a year. To handle this stock fe- 
quires a sales force of about 350 persons, and 
I try to impress upon all of them the value 
of the business principles I have outlined. 

Hard work, ambition, and sticking to one 
job after finding the work I liked best have 
been the stepping stones to whatever degree 
of success I have achieved as.a buyer,

The free lance merchant is a money maker. 
He never goes in for a straight line of goods. 
He always epecializes in bargains.. If a 
trunk factory happens to be overstocked and 
is willing to dispose of some of its goods 
at low prices the free lance merchant ‘will 
invest a few hundred @ollars in trunks. He 
sceks out a store that is vacant and rents it 
for ten dasy or two weeks, and starts out 
to create a demand for trunks and satchels 
in that particular neighborhood, 

He has the advantage of the regular mer- 
chant in that he got bis stock cheap and 
gets his rent chtap. The rent which he 
pays for thé vacant store for ten deye or 
two weeks may be even higher than what 
he would have to pay if he were to rent the 
store permanently. But he has the ad- 
vantage of needing no fixtures and of having 
none of the other expenses which the reg- 
ular store has.. He needs no cashier and no 
clerks. . .He does not have to “ wait” on 
cstomers in the sense in which customers 
are waited on in the ordinary store.

There also 
are a few hundred acres of vacant state 
land in each of these counties. This is sold

The character of this vacant state land can 
be determined only by personal inspection. 
The records of the state land office contain 
omly meager descriptions of it or none at all. 

The federal lands open to homestead are 
often quite as fertile as those in the de- 
veloped sections of the state, which. are 
worth from $40 to $200 an acre, but there 
must be an expenditure of real time and 
energy before they are developed. Almost 
all of them are remote from transportation 
and others are covered with stumps, which 
it may cost $50 am acre to get rid of. The 
cost of clearing may be higher in geome 
cases. Where the ground has been often 
burned over and the stumps are small op 
old and decayed it may be less, but clearing 
Oregon cutover land is a big tagk. 

In higher lands the Angora goat may be 
profitably used to clear off the brush and 
pay running expenses, while stumps are 
being pulled or burmed, and crops may be 
raised between the stumps. 

We will have information mailed to you 
concerning various sections of these two 
counties, as any detailed description of 
them would be impossible in this space. 
It is: about 175 miles from the northwest 
corner of Douglas county to the southeast 
corner of Jackson county.

The Kootenay Country. 

Berrien Springs, Mich.—{Back to the Land 
Bureau.]—Can you furnish me any informa- 
tion as to the Kootenay country in British 
Columbia? I have heard of five and ten 
acre tracts for fruit raising in that territory 
and would like to know at what price per 
acre these lands sell. Are they suitable for 
truck gardening and smali fruits? Is there 
any wild land to be had in that country, 
with some timber, which would be suitable 
for the above crops when cleared? Is there 
any land to be had along the line of the 
Ixootenay Central railway, now under con- 
struction? J.lL. G. 

British Columbia has reached its highest 
development in the Kootenay district, which 
is the southeastern portion of the province 
west of the summit of the Rocky mountains. 
East Kootenay contains a large area of ag- 
ricultural land suited to fruit growing, and 
all kinds of grain and vegetables, poultry, 
stock, etc. 

The Kootenay Central railway joins the 
main line of the Canadian Pacific railway at 
Golden, and has been constructed for forty 
miles south. On this new line the C. P. R. 
has established a number of town sites and 
surrounding each town site is a consider- 
able area of land eminently suitable for 
fruit growing. The railway company is 
clearing this land and opening it for sale 
in ten acre blocks, as ready made fruit 
farms. 

There are great areas of “wild” land, 
most of which is timbered, to be had in the 
district, and this land would be suitable 
for the farming purposes mentioned when 
cleared. The prices of unimproved lands 
range from $5 to $10 per acre and the !m- 
proved lands from $40 to $300 per acre. A 
small farm well located and well tilled in 
British Columbia, especially in the fruit dis- . 
trict mentioned, is likely to produce more 
and return bigger profits than a much larger 
area of land in most other countrica

C. P. R. Loans to Settlers. 

Kankakee, Ill.—[Back to the Land Bu- 
reau.J)~I noticed in Tus Trisunpe last Bun- 
day the following statement: ‘ Certain 
Canadian railways loan money under cer- 
tain conditions to experienced farmers who 
settle on their lands and make certain in- 
vestments themsclives.” I would be pleased 
to get their address and further information 
from you. T. H. 

This etatement referred to the ‘loan to 
settlers’ plan of the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way. The loan is $2,000 and it is made to 
workers of farms located outside of Canada 
to give them a eatisfactory start on a new 
farm in western Canada. The intention was 
mainly to enable renters of American farms 
to become independent land owners in Can- 
ada. The conditions on which the loan is 
made are as follows: 

The applicant must be a married man with 
a family and must heve sufficient furnétture, 
farm implements, and horses, cows, and 
other live stock to enable him to settle on 
and begin to improve his Cenadian farm as 
soon as the loan is made. He must also 
have enotgh cash to make a payment ofone- 
tenth the purchase price of the land and to 
support his famfy for one year. 

The loan is expended in the erection of a 
home and farm buildings and in completing 
improvements on the newly purchased farm. 
This expenditure is made under the reil- 
road’s direction. A house and barn are 
bullt, the farm is fenced and a well with 
pump is provided, and at least fifty acres of 
the farm is put under cultivation. 

A notabie feature of the plen fe that In 
the breaking of iand and other farming 
operations the farmer and his family and his 
equipment are employed and paid current 
rates and wages for the improvement of his 
own farm. Al) buildings and improvements 
are charged againet the loan and the same is 
repaid by the farmer tn nine annual install- 
ments, with interest, when he makes the 
regular payments on his land purchased on 
ten years’ time. More complete details may 
be obtained of the colonization department, 
Canadian Pacific railway, 112 West Adame 
street, Chicago.

servation of the soil moisture. The Bverett 
gravelly, sandy loam is not adapted to gen- 
eral farming, and must be utilized for the 
growing of such crops as will give large re- 
turns from the intcnsive cultivation of a lim- 
ited acreage. 

“The agricultural value of this sold varies 
considerably in different localities. Where 
the topography is steep or broken and the 
drainage is excessive, and where the land has 
not been thoroughly cultivated, the soil does 
not produce profitable yields, but, on the 
other hand, where the topography is rolling 
or gently rolling, and where small areas are 
cultivated very intensively, profitable yields 
of potatoes, fruits, “and strawberries and 
other small fruits are secured. Only a very 
limited area of this. soil is under cultivation, 
the greater portion being still in the logged- 
off state, where larger areas are still covered 
by the original forest growth. The logged- 
off land is valued at $25 to $500 an acre, ac- 
cording to ita location in relation to Seattle, 
Tacoma, or some of the other Jarge towns or 
cities.” 

The average annual precipitation of this 
region is from forty to fifty inches, very lit- 
tle of it in the summer.

The soil in the district you mention is 
Fresno red sand and San Joaquin sandy loam: 
The former is immediately north of Clovis 
and the latter northwest and northeast. Ac- 
cording to the federal experts, Fremno red 
sand is best adapted to figs, peacher, apri- 
cots, nectarines, plums, pfunes, and melons 
in the order named. It is not adapted to grain

The average 
annual temperature is 46 degreés, ranging 
from 15 degrees in February to 72 degrees in 
July. The annual precipitation is 32 inches, 
ranging from one-tenth of an inch in No- 
vember to six inches In March.

~—I am much pleased to observe that you 
have established a bureau for furnishing re- 
Hable information regarding' the agricultural 
opportunities in the United States, and I 
have no doubt that readers of Tus Trisungz 
will hastem to avail themeselves.of the fa- 
cilities afforded. You are probably aware 
that the United States reclamation service 
maintains an office at 802 Federal building 
for furnishing tnformation regarding the 
lands in the government irrigation projects. 
I note in your answer to a correspondemt 
who inquires about Wisconein land you'state 
that five years’ residence is required on ea 
homestead. This is no longer the case, be- 
cause the act approved June 6, 1912 (public 
doc. No. 178) reduces the required reet- 
dence to three years, and permits five monthe 
leave of absence from the homestead in each 
year. The regulations under this new law 
are now being prepared by the general land 
office, Washington, D. C., and I am informed 
wilt shortly be ready for distribution.—cC, T.

There will probably be plenty of land left 
in Montana in two years, but, of course, 
those who get there first get the land closest 
to the raiiwaye and tothe towns. It is true 
that you can take up 820 acres of land and 
prove on it in three years, but that amount 
of land can only be taken where it is of a 
character described as ‘‘ non-mineral, non- 
timbered, and non-irrigabdle.”” The term 
“nond4trrigabdle ” t@ construed to mean 
“land which as a rule lacks sufficient rain- 
fall to produce agricultural crope without 
resorting to unueual methods of cultivation 
such as the system known as dry farming, 
and lamdis for which there is no known seurce 
of water supply from which they may be suc- 
cesefully irrigated at reasonable cost.” The 
bulk of Montana lying east of the con- 
timential divide Is composed of such lands; 
over 26,000,000 acres of which have been 
sted. man) ft 

There is no reason why you can not ob- 
tain. four contiguous homesteads. There is 
no difference between a claim and a home- 
stead, though the word claim is more com- 
monly applied to mining rights. Ae to the 
cost of developing land, J. H. Hall, com- 
missioner of agriculture of Montana says: 
“The privilege of ottnining a piece of fer- 
tile land in Montana free, under the home- 
stead law, or at a iow price by purchase is 
a valuable one. The task, however, of mak- 
ing a farm out of raw land is not an eagy 
one, and Montana is no place for the idler, 
the penniless, the feeble in will, or In body, 
The results that reward earnest work in in- 
telfigent cultivation of the sofl are greater 
than elsewhere, but to turn rew land into 
a producing farm requires some capital. 

“The tew settler will need a house to Nve 
in, will have to put up fences, dig a well, build 
a barn) plow at least a part of his farm, pro- 
cure seed, and provide food for himeelf, his 
family and his Nvesteck untilafter the first 
harvest. Settlers are helpful to each other, 
but, though sometimes money may be gained 
by working in the neighborhood, this ia not 
to be reHed upon) as a source of income, and 
the settler should come prepared to start a 
farm and to maintain himeel without tn- 
come from the land for the period of one 
year. he cannot mortgage a homestead. 

“Inquiries have been mee by the Mon- 
tana ultural experiment station regard- 
ing the amount of money the settler ought to 
have to meet the demands upon him when 
taking up an irrigated farm. Several farmers 
were questicmd, and the amounts mentioned 
by them ranged from $500 to $6,500, with en 
average of approximately $1,000 as the mini- 
mum amount necessary to properly start en 
average unirrigated farm homestead. Much 
cepends upon the man, but no one is urged 
to come to Montana to engage in farming 
who is not able to provide for his support 
until after the first herveet. 

“ Usually the land is in condition to plow 
without expense for clearing. Where there 
are no springs or streams, water for 
domestic purposes is found at a reasonable 
depin tn wells. No stmement as to the depth 
® well must be driven to reach water can 
be made that would epply to all parts of the 
state.

Do 
they have plenty of rain? Do they havé mos- 
quitoes? Is itswampy? Do they have much 
fever? I understand that they have plenty 
of snakes; how about this? Does it get very 
hot there? If the land hag no drawbacks, why 
is it that it has not been taken up? How 
about the land west of Kentwood?

According to the map of the federal soil 
survey land eleven miles southeast of Kent- 
wood would be in a district composed of three 
types of soll—amite loam, close to the water- 
courses; Orangeburg fine sandy loam on 
the hillsides; and Monroe slit loam in the 
higher rolling portion. 

The Amite loam is the best corn soil) In the 
parish and produces from thirty to ferty 
bushels an acre. It must be fertilized to raise 
cotton, but when this is done it yields about a 
bale an acre. Cabbages, sugar cane, rad- 
ishes, and other crope do remarkably well. 

The Orangeburg fine sandy loam is found 
above an elevation of 180 feet and is over- 
grown with pine, hickory, dogwood, and oak. 
It is about ten inches deep, underlaid by red 
sandy clay, and is exceptionally well drained 
Of all the upland types of the area this is 
the most productive. Where it ts not situ- 
ated upon .oo steep a hilipide it ie desirable 
for general farming, but care must be taken 
to prevent erosion... It should be fertilised, 
but when this is done it yields about twenty 
bushels of corn and half a bale of cotton to 
an acre. It ig a good peach soll and suitable 
for raising truck. 

The Monroe siit loam has a rolling surface 
and is well drained, yet, because of the char- 
acter of its subsoil, retains {ts moisture wel! 
in dry weather. It is, or has been, covered 
with long leaf pine timber, but ft is only 
within the last few years that any attempt 
has been made to devote it to agricuMural 
uses. It is not naturally a productive aoill, as 
the brown top soll seldom exceeds five inch- 
es in depth and the organic matter content fs 
low. By fertilization, rotation of crops, and 
careful management, bowever, it may %e 
brought to a high state of productivity and 
may be made profitable for truck growing and 
general farming. Corn will average about 
twenty bushels per acre, and, if grown after 
some highly fertilised truck crop, will equal 
fifty bushels an acre. Two hundred dollars 
profit may be made ona single acre by intelli- 
gent truck farming. The altitude varies from 
40 to 180 feet. 

Lands may be bought from $1 te $40 an acre, 
depending on the drainage, accessibility to 
the railroad, quality of soll, and expense 
necessary for clearing. 

The rainfall averages about sixty inches a 
year, well distributed throughout the grow- 
ing season. 

The general healthfulness of the area is 
excellent; some malaria is experienced along. 
the margin of the lake swamp, but the parish, 
on the whole, is free from it. The supply of 
drinking water in the hills and pine fata ‘s 
excellent. Mosquitdes are common in the 
lower parts of the parish. Much of the parish 
is swampy, but not the section you ask about. 
We have no records of the snake situation. 

The summers are long and hot, tempera- 
tures sometimes ranging from 96 to 108 de- 
grees; but the periode of excessive heat are 
seldom of long duration, being cut short by 
breezes from the southeast. 

Tle reason that this land has lain 8o long 
undeveloped is to be found in the history 2f 
the lumber industry of the United States. 
For some generations lumber for each com- 
munity was furnished by neighborhood saw- 
mills, but as the forests of many states were 
cleared off and population increased it be- 
came necessary to secure lumber from more 
distant communities. Even then it was fora 
long time more profitable to secure this lum- 
ber In Michigan and Wisconsin than in such 
sections as southern Louisiana, Of course 
the land could not be brought into agricul- 
tural use until the timber was cleared away, 
and not until some time after the civil war 
was it found profitable to do this. 

During this period much of the land was 
sold for taxes and the only industry was the 
raising of cattle, which roamed at will over 
thousands of acres. The cattle raising has 
continued through the thirty or forty years 
during which lumbering has been found 
profitable. Now that the lumber has been, 
or is being, cleared away, the land is for the 
first time available for general agricultural 
purposes, This is th. story of many parts of 
the south. | 

The agricultural development of the sec- 
tlon began twenty years ago, when the Iiii- 
nots Central railroad began inducing s<ttlers 
from Illinois, Iowa, and Indiana to locate 
along its Hne. These settlers have developed 
the truck industry and raised the values of 
land they cultivated from a couple of dollars

have been aided by the Illinois Central rali- 
road, Which rushes their products to Chicago 
in thirty-six hours by express and sixty hours 
by freight.

It pays to be particular about angle, not only be- 
cause of looks, but for comfort. Put the mass of your 
hair in the wrong place and your hats will press heav- 
fly oc. the sensitive nerves of the head. 

If one feels that-it is bad for the hair to wear It al- 
Ways the same, and af change is to be made, change 
the style of coiffure rather than the angle of ft, The 
girl who wears her hair low with her hats and high 
for evening has solved the problem better than she who 
fixes her hair just as the notion strikes her, without 
thought of her nose and chin,

Keeps Rooms’ Well Darkened. 

Each morning fling wide the blinds, beat 
and “swat” every winged pest you find, 
then close the shutters and keep the rooms 
comfortably darkened until the day begins 
to decline. “‘ For’ every crumb left\on the 
table or floor, one fly will develop,’ said 
ohe old-fashioned housewife. And, as she 
spoke the truth, leave no crumbs about. 
It is, I acknowledge, a nuisance to have 
to sweep the dining room carefully after 
each meal, but the result in absence of files 
is worth the. pains.. If there. is nothing 
to eat at hand the pests will go elsewhere 
—with your vigorous assistance. 

‘The light and cigéstible food which has 
been the staple of diet all summer must 
still be provided. Perhaps your boys and 
girls may, like the Israelites who wearied 


of the manna, declare that their souls 


loathe the light viands and clamor. for 
“something solid. and’rich.’”” But do not 
remit your care. for all their crying, 
Boiled -puddings, roasted and fried foods, 
pies, and pastries are an abomination to 
the weary digestions and must be banished 
for some weeks to come. Salads of all 
kinds, green vegetables in abundance, and 
fruits without stint, will acstst nature in 
keeping the blood cool and the liver in 
good working order. Meat once a day is all 
that is necessary—even for a workingman, 


if, for other meals, he has such nourishing’ 


food as dishes in which milk, eggs, and 
cheese piey an important part. 

An abundance of cool—not iced—water, 
with lemonade, orangeade, grape juice, and 
ginger ale if one wishes other chilled bev- 
erages, will furnish the liquid that the jaded 
s}stem craves. Ice creams and fruit ices, 
eaten slowly, are much more digestibie and 
palatabie at this time’of year than would 
be hot puddings and ples. Peaches should 
now be in their full glory’and are the most 
digestible of all the summer fruits. They 
contain an acid that acts directly upon the 
liver and it is safe to assert that when 
peathes are ripe and peeled they will not 
injure any normal person. 
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iniediete of Rest Necessary. 


The physicians. who make rules for right 
living in: hot weather lay special emphasis 
on the necessity .for an abundance of rest. 
Do not forget this fact when September 
draws near. Sit out tn the evening damp- 
ness on lawn or veranda an hour less than 
you did in June and July, and get to bed 
early. One of the mitigating features of 
September is that the nights are usually 
cool enough to allow one to sleep. Make 
the most of these hours for rest. and you 
will find yourself ‘fortified for the strain 
and stress of the day that is to follow the 
night. Stay your fainting heart upon the 
knowledge that after summer’s heat comes 
the coolress of autumn and that after the 
debilitation of September will come the ex- 
nilaration of October. 

In closing this talk on midsummer and its 
evils I would like to add two words of ad- 
vice. They are Keep Cool! If this has 
been your motto through the last months 
adhere to it now. Do not allow yourself 
to fuss about your work or about the heat. 
All of us are by now pretty tired of hot 
weather. but talking about our weariness 
and protesting against it only add to the 
general discomfort. 

Busy yourself reguiariy and systematic- 
ally about your usual! tasks, resisting the 


impulse to rush at them. Take one duty at | 


a time, fix your mind on it, and, when it 
is Gone. take up another. One task at & 
time..and one day at a time, are all that 
can be expected of you.

Fill the boiler to within two anda 
half inches of the tops of the jars with 
cold water. Cover the boiler and let the 
water come toa boil. Keep this up for from 


three to fiye minutes, according to the de- _

Pineapple Recipes. 

From iowa and from Nebraska we have 
directions for ‘preparing pineapples ‘that 
commend themselves to lovers of the fra- 
grant tropical fruit. 

‘I herewith offer something. which will, 
I hope, prove as truly a boon to some other 
housemother as it has to me: 

* SANNED PINEAPPLE—In preparing 
pineapples for canning I have always tried 
to keep the slices whole and round, and 
it wae not an easy task until this year. Then 
I hit upon this expedient: 
pineapples first and pared away the out- 


side with a sharp knife. As I began upon , 


the first one, it occurred to me that it would 
be a great help if I had regular factory 


tools with which to do the work. Then 


came the thought: “Why not use the 
doughnut cutter?’ No sooner said than 
done! I was more than. pleased with the 
result. Some 
say, "Whence this waste?’ I answer that 
the new method enabled me to turn out 
round, even slices with the cores removed 
easily, and re@uced the waste to aminimum. 


“That nothing be lost, I trimmed away 
the tough rind from the scraps left by the 
cutter, separating the good bits from the 
bad, and made of these marmalade. I might 
have run them through the meat grinder and 
canned them separately. I Inclose the mar- 
malade recipe. 

“ PINEAPPLE MARMALADE—One and 
a half pineapples ground fine, or the equiv- 
alent of ground pineapple made from the 
‘scraps’ I have spoken of. Four cupfuls 
of dried rhubarb; pulp of one orange and 
half the rind, ground fine. Pulp and half 
the ground rind of one lemon; one-half 
cupful of almonds, blanched and ground; 
eix cupfuls of sugar. 

‘* Mix all the ingredients except the nuts 
into a mass, bruising as little as possible, 
and cook until they are a thick, clear con- 
serve; take from the stove, stir in the nuts, 
and pour into glasses rolled in hot water. 
When they are cold cover with melted par- 
afin. Mrs. D. J. G.” 

The outcome must be fine, and an ac- 
ceptable contribution to the list of home- 
made delicacies. To my notion it would 
be quite’ as good if not better without 
the unusual ingredient of dried rhubarb, 
whith is not often included in household 
stores. Yet, the author of the conserve 
has the floor and the amendment may be 
officious.

Glazed Pineapple. 

The second recipe is from a new member 
of our growing Nebraska chapter: 

“GLAZED PINEAPPLE AND OTHER 
¥FRUITS—Siiced fresh pineapple may be 
used, or even the canned fruit, If the slices 
be whole and firm.

Recipe for Coffee Cake. . 

“I aaw. some time ago that a Minnésota 
housemothé¥ asked for a recipe. for coffee 
cake. | Several have answered the request, 
and while I have nat the vanity to: think 
my way superior to any or.all of the recipes 
thus far published, I would show my good 
will to the sisterhood at large and the 
St. Paul member in particular by telling 
how ‘one Georgia woman makes the cake 
We are very fond of it in our family. 

“COFFEE CAKE—Halt a yeast cake 
dissolved in-a half pint of water; two ta- 
viespovntuis of sugar, 2 pinch of salt, flour 
for stiff batter. .Beat all together well 
and set to rise over night. 

“Next. morning add one cup of sweet 
milk, half a cup of butter or lard, half a 
cup of seeded and halved raisins, and a 
tablespoonful of ground cinnamon... Mold 
into loaves and set in a warm place to 
wise, 

“This recipe, sent by a western friend, 
is fine, but I vary it. somewhat when If 
make the bread. When my sponge ts 
ready for kneading I take out a pound 
or more of it and work into this the short- 
ening, sugar, raisins, and cinnamon. This 
done, I add to the rest of the sponge and 
knead all into the -loaf. This is leas 
trouble than to work .all together at first 
and I find the result more satisfactory. 

“The trouble with the Chicago member 
[*A. G. .E.’]). who -wrote.of her lack of suc- 
cess in making coffee bread must have been 
in the yeast. My yeast cake makes a fine 
srained, beautiful bread with little knead- 
fing. I save some of the sponge and use 
instead of a fresh ‘yeast cake for the next 
baking, if that is to be within‘ a,couple of 
days. I am now using successfully the 
sponge mixed first eight weeks ago. 

“There is a delicate taste to this bread 
I have seldom known in any other variety. 
‘When we find the sponge is ‘ running out’ 
or getting low, I add a new cake of yeast or 
make a fresh sponge. Mrs. 8. F. J." 

Warm: coffee bread, with cream cheese 
and marmalade, makes as relizhful a lunch- 
eon-deseert as hungry schoo! boy or girl 
could desire.

Cucumbers: put up in this way will keep

the time elapses! They are better at the 
end of a year than within a month after 
they are put into the spiced vinegar. 
Why—may “I ask—should you Care to 
keep yours in brine longer than‘1s abso- 
hitely necessary? The salt. hardens and 
toughens them. Moreover, it dulis the fine 
green you covet. Try this time seasoned 
recipe, and you will cease to covet ‘the

Shoes br sandals are unheard of 
except near centers of civilization. 

In such @ society woman practically has no 
rights. Her.function is to work in the fields 
and bear children. When she can do these 
things no longer she is good for nothing, ac- 
cording to the attitude of the kraal. And so 
an old woman may be left to starve or die of 
exposure or neglect, unless the charity of the 
young intervene. ,Her only weapon is her 
curse—a dire anathema for him on whom it 
chatices to fall. 

Lack of respect for old women is part of 
the native’s religious system. He believes that 
in a future life their spirits will not be power- 
ful; therefore they need not be particularly 
conciliated in this world. 

Boys wear a small rag, a worn out piece of 
wild cat skin or a piece of an old blanket. 
Their complexions are of an earthy gray color, 
covered with thorn scratches. Usually they 
appear ashy, like a Hindu sadhu, for they loll 
about in the dust a great deal. When they 
get a bit older they are very fastidious about 
ornaments. They become inord‘nately vain, 
assiduously cultivate whatever vestige of 4 
beard they may have, carry themselves erect, 
and develop into dandies. 

‘Clothing for them evolves into a strip of 
hide, a few wild cat tails, with an apron of 
skin slung from the waist in the back, or per- 
haps a large handkerchief. For dress ocea- 
sions the yo..th will have a choice assortment 
of junk, particularly if they have made & frip 
down to Johannesburg—spats, watches, chains, 
ld neckties, shirts, bunches of keys, swear 
wotds, a fondness for strong drink, and con- 
ceit, to all of which they take as to the man- 
ner horn. . 
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Coat Does Duty for Pants. 

Pocket mirrors are particularly esteemed. A 
European coat sometimes does duty as a pair 
of trousers, and the more patches the better, 
especially if they happen to be of a different 
color. A boy can contrive a fetching costuite 
from an umbrella cover, an old stocking, vr 
half of a pair of pajamas. 

No description. of native dress would Le 
complete without a mention of red clay, the 
universal cosmetic. Red ochre and oil are 
rubbed into the skin. It is an excellent pro- 


tection against the weather, and noticeably. 


improves the color of the skin. It makes it 
just match a stick of chocolate. 

The women rub red clay and oil into the 
hair, which is dressed in a variety of fantastic 
shapes, according to the whim of the par- 
ticular tribe. Sometimes it is shaved poodle 
fashion, with an odd tuft here and there. 

Girls roll it into long stringlike plaits, well 
plastered with ¢lay. A whole day spent «t 
the hairdresser’s is nothing uncommon in this 
land. But one “dressing” must last for et 
least a month; so the girls gladly sacrifive 
comfort to appearance and sleep with the 
head hung over a block of wood, so that their 
hair won't be “ mussed.” 

Married women train their hair into a tal, 
conical mass, about like a foolscap, which is 
wotiderftil to beliold. Frequent dopings with 
ted clay and oil coax it to stay “put up” in 
such an unnattiral position. 

Married men affect a ring in the hair, and 
it is quite an honor to be allowed to wear one. 
The rifig is fashioned of the mid rib of a date 
palm, twined into the hair. Over this is 
spread the dried juice of a certain small ia- 
sect, sometimes mixed with powdered char- 
coal. The net result is capable of taking a 
fine polish. Frequently the rest of the hair is 
shaved, ustally with a bit of broken bottle, 
and of course without use of soap. Young 
men affect cheap metal combs, and thrust 
through a wisp of hair at almost any place 
and at any angle.

Fool Rub Means “ Howdy-Do.” 

The customary salutation consists of rub- 
bing the feet oh the ground, as if ofie were 
drying them, at the same time rubbing the 
hands together. Or, one man says to. the 
other, “I see you,” to which his friend ze- 
plies, “ Yes.” Women cross their arms over 
their breasts, with the hands resting gn the 
shoulders, and flex the knees two or three timés 
in & very pretty, graceful curtsy. 

The morning tub is interesting. The na- 
tives help each other out, one holding a small 
fourd of water, “probably about half a pint, 
above each other's heads, while the liquid 
drips slowly over the body. 

If there is none tear to lend a hand the 
bather simply fills his > ‘th with water and 
squirts it out slowly ovir his toes as best 
he misty. | 

Next comes the taking of snuff, which ‘s 
quite a ceremony with both mén and women. 
The snuff is kept in any old kind of 4 recep- 
tacle--a sinall gourd. a bottle, a tin box, an

F oddity of ceremony is the basis of happiness in 

married life then Ogawa San, the bride of T. Maru- 

yama, should be thethappiest of all Chicago’s “ new- 

lyweds.” The Maryuamas were married May 1 
in the ancient city of Kofu, Japan, and now are “ at 
heme” in an apartment at 6206 Washington avenue. 
Mr. Maruyama is proprietor of a. Japanese art shop in 
Chicago. 

The course of true love in the land of cherry blos- 
soms largely is conducted through the “ intermediate,” 
and the parents of the prospective bride and bridegroom 
are the ones most consulted concerning the match; but 
that love, with the subjects of the mikado at least, may 
begin after the wedding is shown by the loyalty and de- 
votion of Japanese wives. 

So it was that when Ogawa had been -“ wooed and 
won” after this strange fashion the preparations for 
the marriage began.

need for a long rest for Ogawa before the procession 
left her home at 7 o’clock on the morning of May 1 
for the residence of the Lridegroom where the ceremony 
was held. 

Heading the procession was the best man and his 
wife, followed by the bride.

Another chest was next in line. This was the house- 
keeping chest. It was about six feet long and of pro- 
portionate depth and contained a bed and all the other 
essential articles of a Japanese household. 

A smaller chest containing various documents, gifts 
of the bride to the groom, followed. <A large tray on a 
small table carried by two-men was next in the pro- 
cession. On this tray were a dozen individual square 
tables, a wooden tub, a dozen vegetable’ bowls, all of 
wood, a small dresser about a foot high for the bride, 
and various other articles for the house. 

This strange procession with its gayly garbed march- 


ers slowly wended its way to the -house of Maruyama. .- 


There Ogawa was escorted to the “ceremony room.” 
At one end of the room there were two decorated wine 
pots resembling candles, dedicated to the gods, and two 
other pots containing rice wine. These latter were for 
the bride, the bridegroom, and the select few who were 
allowed to partake of the nuptial cup. : 

In a semi-circle on the floor were seated the repre- 
sentatives of the two families. Before each guest was a 
small table, about three inches in height, and near each 
table was placed a box of cakes,

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| DIRECTIONS FOR WORKING. 


The work is done with a large coarse needle that punches as it sews, The design 
is carried out in an embroidery cotton, the quality of which depends upon your mate- 
rial. Be‘sure you do not select too coarse a cotton. «The holes are to be punched as 
you sew, not punched all at once and then worked, for this weuld make the finished 
piece very clumsy. Begin at the upper right hand corner and insert the needle in the 
first dot on the second row, bringing it up from the back. Hold the thread with the 
finger and insert the needle in the first dot of the first row. : 

Draw the thread through, thus completing the first vertical stitch Repeat to 
secure the thread, Then take the first sianting stitch from the first dot on the first 
row to the second dot on the second, bring the thread up, and insert the needle in the 
second dot of the first row, thus completing the second vertical. All vertical stitches 
should be on the right side of the material, and all slanting stitches on the wrong 
Side. Continue. until the end of the row, then cross underneath with a slanting 
stitch to the dot immediately beneath on the next row. Do not cross over to the 
opposite side of the design. Draw the thread’ each time as tightly as you can with- 
out pulling the material. When the entire design has been covered, turn the work 

around, and continue with the same stitch in the opposite direction, through the 
holer previously made. This time the thread must’ be drawn quite tight or the open 


work effect will be lost. Care must be taken to keep the work even by following 
the dots precisely and by 


punching a perfectly clean- 
cut hole.
